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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another 
filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, 
except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects 
for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application 
designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by US patent No. 6,147,976 ("Shand et al"). 

Regarding claims 1 and 3, Shand et al teach system for filtering packets received 
by a packet forwarding device (A method of transmitting an ICMP data frame ... when 
detecting failure regarding the IP data frame) (See Fig. 1, Block 2 and Fig. 5, Block 48, 
Col. 3, lines 47-56) comprising the and means and steps of 

loading into the router after obtaining filtering information from a system or 
network manager represented in the form of a command script wherein the filtering 
rules further indicates whether or not to generate an ICMP error message when an error 
or problem in a packet is received (storing information about necessity of ... to a type of 
the failure) (See Fig. 6, Col. 14, line 54 -Col. 15, line 36), 

determining whether the filtering matrix entry indicates that a user should be 
notified through ICMP (See Fig. 7, Step 150) regarding the action taken as to the 
received packet (determining the necessity of generating ... when detecting the failure), 
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generating the ICMP datagrams typically by a station which detects an error or 
problem in a packet sent by another station (generating the ICMP data frame if ... is 
necessary), and 

notifying a user of the filtering action taken (See Fig. 7, Step 154) if the entry 
indexed in the Filtering Matrix indicates that a user should be notified (transmitting the 
ICMP ... if the ICMP data frame is generated) (See Fig. 7, Col. 15, line 37 - Col. 16, line 
49). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims and if no art rejection can be applied. 

4. Claims 2 and 5-11 are allowed.
